IN SINGAPORE. 


POLITICAL ACTIVITY IN. 
; SCHOOLS. 


GOVERNMENT ACTION. 


- The Hylams dn Singapore (says 
the. Telegraph’ correspondent 
there) have been making nuisatices 
of themselves ‘lately.. Two separ- 
ate... attempts to form , Political 
societies in their community have 
been discovered, and the ring-' 
leaders have been.sent to prison 
asa reminder that any interest 
which Chinese exiles in Malaya 
take in the politics of their native 
country must be atrictly academic. 

Recently several of the vernacit- 
lar, ‘night-schools which are popu 
lar’ among the Chinese-speaking 
communities in the city have been 
closed as a result‘of ‘their being 
used ‘as centres of political propa- 
ganda, and ‘the local Hylams wore 
so indignant ‘that-they organized 
processions of school children bear: 
ing appeals to the public to rally in 
the sacred ciuse of education, and 
several hundred of them called 
upon the Chinese Consul one after- 
noon to tell that, gentleman* what 
they thought about it. ‘The Ting- 


leaders in these’ demonstrations 
were arrested but. were -very leni- 
iently treated in the police courts, 
The schools remain closed, ‘how- 
ever, and the Hylams have received 
much ‘sympathy from the public. 
It is febt. that if the Chinese emi- 
grate to this country they must 
leave their political’ squabbles be- 
hind,-and, however patriotic their 
matives may be in wishing to col- 
lect funds and organise political 
rocieties, these. activities against 
a foreign Government are not per- 
missible in’ Malaya. But the]° 
teachers brought down’ from China 
fo. teach in these yernacular' 
schools pay no regard whatever to 
that maxim. Their. schools are all 
too frequently hotbeds of prora- 
ganda in the cause of one or other 
of China’s factions, and the British 
attitude is to ban all politieal ac- 
tivity, © no’ matter which party or 
group is concerned.

“MOCK AUCTIONEERS.” 


BILL TO PROTECT THE : 
PUBLIC. ‘ 

The Incorporated Society of 
Auctioncers and Landed Pro- 
perty Agents have had prepared 
by the chairman of their council, 
|Mr. E. K. House, a Bill designed 
to ‘extinguish ° the: “mock 
auctioneer,” who, “the society 
state, “casts a stigma on our.own 
profession, does considerable 
harm to a number of trades, and 
victimizas the public.? The Bill 
is being sent to various trado- 
protection societies for their cgn- 
sideration. a a, 


The Billincreages-the cost, and 
regulates the issue, of auctioneers’ 
licences,. and provides penalties 
for any colourable imitation of 
tho acts of an auctioneer -for the 
pirposes of fraud or other ques- 
tionable practices. The main 
object is to protect the public 
against bogus or mock auction 
sales and fraudulent practices 
under the cloak of -professional 
practice, and to more-clearly de- 
fing the:statua of an auctioneer. 


It stipulates that afi applicant: 


for a licence should be vouched 
for by a justice of tha peace, or 
be a momber of the professional 


societies, The first yearly lisence! 


for a-new liéence would cost 
£25, and thereafter an annual fee 
of £10. 


/ The Bill sets out:—" That. is 
shall not be lawful for a person 
with or without an auctioncer’s 
licence to perform or in any way 
actas an euctioneer, except as 
_provided for-in the schedule of 
exemptions, unless he is ‘carry- 
ing out, a bona fide professional 


‘transaction, and shall not act, or|’ 


pretend to act, or give a colour. 
able imitation of such acts, to 
carry on a bogus, fraudulent, or. 
trick sale, nor shall he be per- 


' mitted to misrepresent himself as 


selling bankrupt stocks of any 
goods, cheap jewelry, paintings, 
ornaments, and the like by 
auction which is not conducted 
strictly in accordance with pro- 


_|fessional practice. Nor shall any 


person be permitted to travel 


from place to place posing as.an,| . 


or using the term, auctioneer, 


for the purpose of itinorsnt salds, 
or selling his own goods or any 
goods in which he may have a 
partnorship intorest, or to tem- 
poratily rent or hire a shop: or 
premises for the purpose.”
